Complete Registration Fig- 
ures Show Increased Total, 
but Decrease in Demo- 
cratic Wards. 


142,591 ADDED ‘TO° LIST. 


Second Day’s Recording of Names 
Serves to Accentuate One 
Sided Situation of 
the First. 


Complete registration figures after the seo- 
ond enrollment yeaterday seem to add to the 
‘legitimate reasons for believing that political 
signs in Chicago are not stacked up for a 
democratic victory. 

Where democratic wards fell down badly 
in the first day’s registration, Oct. 8, they 
proceeded to tufhble a little bit worse on the 
second day, and the totals are not encour- 
aging to the democratic managers. 

Republicans, on the other hand, profess to 
find double cause for claiming the city, hav- 
ing more than maintained the lead which they 
had the first day. Yesterday’s enrollment 
was 142,501 names, which, added to the first 
day's registration, gives a total, unrevised, of 
410,242 names. 

Revision will pull this hows a ttle, but not 
materially. In 1904 the unrevised total was 
405,236, Which came down to 402,981 after re- 
vision. It is safe to assume that the revised 
registry will show a gain of approximately 
5,000 voters in the last four years. In 1900 
the total registration was 406,077; in 1906 it 
was 380,245. 

The fact that the entire city gained this year, 
although the democratic wards lost, may be 
taken for what itis worth. The republicans 
are confident that it means more than ea 
normal republican plurality at least for the 
national ticket.

Republican Strength Is Solid. 

The democratic party managers may be ex- 
pected to renew their arguments that the 
republican wardae are the growing wards 
and that increases ih their voting strength 
may be eet down as democratic with as 
much plausibility as they can be presumed 
to be republican. 

This is said not to be worth ali of ite face 
value. It has been observed that as the re- 
publican warde grew in population they grew 
in republican pluralities, It is not necessary 
to hunt for a reason for this, the fact being 
apparem in the election returns from year to 
year. 

Furthermore, such an explanation does not 
account satisfactorily for the fact that the 
éemocratic wards went downhill. No one 
imagines that the Ninth, Tenth, and Elev- 
enth wards have lost heavily in population. 
There may have been considerable shifting, 
but newcomers usually fil) up the places left 
by the citizens who have moved inte other 
wards and few gaps remain. — 


Factions Divide Democrats. 

The reason for the slump in these three 
west side wards cam be found in democratic 
factionalism When the first day’s regis- 
tration showed a falling off, William Loeffier 
merely smilled and cahed attention to the fact 
thet it was the Jewish Sabbath and that the 
Mtthe falling off would we made Up on the 
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second day. 


No one particularly believed that William 
was telling the whole truth, but it was neces- 
sary only to take him at his word and watch 
the results of the second day. They proved 
to be worth watching. The little falling off 
just became a little more of a falling off.

Col. Wiiliam F. Tucker, chief paymaster of 
the department of the lakes, is in a preca- 
rious, condition from dropsical trouble at the 
Southern hotel, St. Louis, under police 
surveillance, but is to be brought back here 
as soon as possible to face a charge of de- 
sertion preferred by his wife, Mrs. Mary 
Logan Tucker, daughter of the late Gen. 
John A. Logan. 

His friends are teva to prevent his re- 
turn, alleging that he was under an official 

uny order to proceed to Hot Springs, Ark., 
and that the civil authorities have no right 
to Interfere. Mrs. Logan's attorney, Haynie 
R. Pearson, says a contention of that kind is 
ridiculous, and that if the colonel recovers 
sufficiently to proceed to Hot Springs he will 
be ahle to come to Chicago, and that his re- 
fusal to keep his word in this respect will bea 
tacit acknowledgment that the charges are 
true and that he fears to face them. 

In the meantime Mrs, Tucker, her mother, 
Mrs. Logan, and her son, Capt. Logan 
Tucker, are speeding to Chicago from Wash- 
ington ready to prosecute the charge of wife 
abandonment. The time of hearing will 
be fixed immediately upon Col. Tucker’s ar- 
rival 

May Indict and Extradite, 

When Attorney Pearson was made ac- 
quainted with the plans of Col Tucker’s 
friende to prevent his coming to Chicago he 
said: 

**Of course Tilinols officers cannot arPest 
Col. Tucker in St. Louis, and if his condi- 
tion will not permit his accompanying De- 
tective Sergeant William Blaul tomorrow 
night the detective will come back without 
him. Then we will wait for developments, 
and when Col. Tucker is again able to move 
about and refuses to keep his promise to 
come to Chicago we will simply have him 
indicted on fugitive charges and extradite 
him,” 

Vindication and financial support ave Mra 
Tucker's objects im causing her husband’s 
arrest, and the hearing before Judge Gem- 
mill, who issued the warrant for the arrest, 
promises to reveal all the details of the 
scandal which has been more or less suc- 
cessfully suppressed for the last two years. 
It will disclose fully the relations between 
Col. Tucker and Mrs. Myrtle Platt, widow 
of an army captain with whom Col. Tucker 
became acquainted in the Philippines.

While he was here Mrs. Tucker, Mrs. Lo- 
gan, and Tucker’s som, Logan, made repeated 
efforts to see'the colonel to ekpostulate with 
him, but they could mever get his ear. On 
June 1 Col. Tucker obtained a four months’ 
sick leave and. proceeded to Mount Clemens. 
Mrs. Piatt, Mra. Tucker avers, preceded him 
there and reserved a suite of rooms for the 
odtinel, and later, she avers, this suite was 
ocelipied “by Col, Tucker, Mrs. Johnstone, 
Mrs. Piatt, her brother, and the colone!’s 
Filipino vatet. . 

Mrs.. Platt Talks to Detective. 

Subsequently with the aid of hotel em- 
ployés Mrs. Piatt rented a cottage for the 
party near the hotel, and then Mrs. Platt 
grew talkative with spies in the employ of 
Mrs. Tucker, it is alleged. Through her it 
was learned that a Chicago lawyer was to 


come and draw up some papers in which

after his death. He did so, and later Mrs, 
Platt is alleged to have remarked:

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Giugeppi Giunta Returned Home, 
Though No Money Is Paid. 


After an absence of nearly four weeks and 
given up as dead by his parents, Giuseppi 
Giunta, 7 years old, was found yesterday 
afternoon by Policeman Vant of Harrison 
street station wandering about the Grand 
‘Central depot. He was taken to the Harrison 
street station, where he was later claimed 
by his father, Antonio Giunta, an@ taken 
home. 

The boy is so frightened thet he is unable 
to give any information as to where he has 
been since he was kidnaped on the morning of 
Sept. 19 from in front of his home at 97 Oak 
street, where he was playing with some 7oMm- 
panions, The boy’s right wrist and two fin- 
gers of his right hand are badly scarred and 
it was thought the marks were caused by 
thongs used in binding him, but he told his 
mother that he had been burned, whether by 
accident or his captors, he wou!d not tell, 

When the boy wae found Policeman Vant 
pressed an Italian street sweeper into service 
as an interpreter and_he sald the boy told him 
his name was Joe Junta and he lived on Ail- 
ton avenue, A message was sent to all sta~ 
tions and at Hast Chicago avenue the opera- 
tor made comparison with the description of 
the missing boy, but the only point of agree- 
‘ment was the age. The clothes did not cor- 
respond in any particular. 

Father Gets Phone Message. 

A half hour later the father emtered the 
police station and asked after his gon. He 
said some one had telephoned that his gon 
was at Harrison street and Fifth avenue. 
This meseage led to his being restored to his 
parents, otherwise, it is probable the boy 
would have been sent to the juvenile home. 
The police are now trying to trace the man 
who telephoned the father. 

A week after the disappearance of the boy 
the father received a letter demanding 4 ran- 
som of $10,000. The money was to be given 
to his best friend and when it was delivered 
the boy would be returned The letter was 
signed with three crosses. The writer inti- 
mated thet harm would befall the boy if the 
money wes not paid over. The father sent 
for his brother Gus, who lives in Dubuque, 
Ia.. and they have been trying to raise the 
money, but mot meeting with much #uccess 

they both gave up the boy as dead. 

The father is a retired grocer who le re- 
puted to be wealthy because of real estate 
he has acquired and is pay ing for from rents 
he receives from the houses built on the prop- 
erty on the nomth side of Oak street adjoining 


his home. 
Boy Too Frightened to Talk. 

The boy was closely questioned at the Har- 
rison street station and later at hia bome, 
but nothing of value could be learned. He 
tola the police he had been lost and later 
told his father that he had been riding on a 
railroad train all night. His eyes have the 
haunted look of a scared chiid, and his little 
body is emaciated, indicating he had not beet 
well fed. 

The news of the return of the lost boy 
spread and soon the crowd around the house 
was so dense that it waa with much difficulty 
one could gain entrance, The police are 
inclined to think the kidnapers concluded 
they had Uttle chance of getting a ransom 


and returned the child.

BIBLE WET? DRY? DEBATE HOT 


M. M. Mangasarian Quotes the: 
Seriptures Approving Wine. 


“LIKE SATAN,” SAYS PASTOR. 


Baptist Has Prohibition End of Y. M. 
C. A. Hall Argument. 


Prohibition and the demon rum met ina 
hand to hand battle in the Y. M. C. A. audi- 
torium last night. The fight was flerce, and 
though supposedly limited to the speakers 
was participated in several times Dy the audi- 
ence with hisses, cheers, and remarks. The 
speakers were the leading skeptic In the city 
and a Baptist minister. Im the heat of argu- 
ment the minister made a bitter persona} at: 
tack on his opponent and received a reply in 
biting sarcasm. 

No decision was rendered after the debate, 
but the “drys ” were undoubtedly the strong- 
er, both in hissing andin cheering. This was 
natural in view of the fact that the meeting 
was held under the auspices of the Young 
People’s Christian Temperance union and 
there were only a few of the members of the 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ club present to 
support their champion. | 

Dr, M. M. Mangasarian, lecturer of the In- 
dependent Religious society, represented the 
Manufacturers and Dealers ciub, and took 
the initiative inthedebate. The Rev. John A. 
Earl replied for the ¥. P. C. T. U. Dr. Man- 
gasarian closed with a short rebuttal Munic- 
ipal Judge Frank P. Sadler presided, but in- 
terfered only once to preserve order. The 
subject for debate was ‘‘ Prohibition in Re- 
lation to the Bible and Modern Conditions.’’ 


Quotes Bible Indorsing Wine. 

Mr. Mangasarian announced that the bible 
meant nothing to him; that he thought it 
ludicrous that Americans of the twentieth 
century should feel themselves bound by the 
writings of obscure Jews of scores of gen- 
erations ago; but that since pfohibitionists— 
and he quoted from prohibitionist Nterature 
to prove it—based their doctrines on that 
book he was willing to spend his time show- 
ine how foolish they are. 

He then showed that the church through 
all its history had never considered the 
moderate use of liquor sinful, and that the 
bible in many places recommended the mod- 
erate use of wine and strong drink. He 
quoted numerous texts and incidents from 
both Old and New Testaments to prove his 
position. 

The members of the Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ club frequently showed their appre- 
ciation of points made by clapping. Almost 
every time they did so the “drys” attempted 
to hiss them down. Mr. Mangasarian made 
no comment. 

At the conclusion of his remarks several 
‘* Hear the other side,”’ 
“ Don't quit now,” called some of the “drys.” 
“ Run!"’. “ Get out!” *“* We don’t need you!” 
shouted others. 

Earl Opens with Personalities. 

“Perhaps the gentlemen went out to get 
some drinks,” remarked Mr. Earl as he 
rcse to speak, and the audience applauded 
uproariously. He then launched into an at- 
tack on the methods and intelligence of his 
rred sor until a man in the audience re- 
marked: 

“ Let the audience judge of that.’’ 

** Keep your mouth shut. I'l) have no re- 
marks from the audience,’” retorted the 
speaker, and when the man started to make a 
reply he called on Judge Sadher to restore 
order. 

Mr. BDarl’s talk was uninterrupted save by 
cheers until, at the cloge of his speech, he 
compared Mr. Mangasarian to Satan and 
made a personal attack of Mr. Mangasarian, 
saying that his presence on the side of the 
iquor interests doomed the traffic. Here 
he was both cheered and hissed, whereupon 
he remarked: 

“It takes a serpent to hiss.” 

At the close of his rebuttal Mr. Manga- 
sarian boldly taunted his opponemt with 
being a doubtful Christian and about to lose 
his faith, and then remarked: 

“ While I was speaking I was hissed sev- 
eral times, but it did not occur to me to say, 
‘It takes a serpent to hiss.’ That was left 
for my friend, the Christian minister, when 
an unwarranted personal attack om me was 
resented.*’ 


Paul’s “Use a Little Wine” Quoted. 


In hig first argument Mr. Mangasarian 
quoted Paul's injunction to Timothy: 

“Drink po longer water, but use a little 
wine for thy stomach's and for thine 
own infirmitties.”’ 

“What Paul wrote to Timothy makes not 
the slightest difference to me,”’ said Mr. Bar! 
in reply. ‘‘I’m not Timothy. I can think and 
act for myself. This whole thing reminds me 
of the old saying, ‘The devil can cite scrip- 
ture for his purpose.’ I think that my oppo- 
nent defending the liquor traffic with a bible 
in his hands would make an admirabie study

ranks,” said the skeptic in his rebuttal. “I 
am glad he has emancipated himself from he- 
lief in Paul. It will not be long before he de- 
nies the authority of Jesus to bind him." 

Mr. Bari’s explanation of the noncontiict 
between the bible and prohibition was: 

“We do not deny the right of a man to 
drink. We object only to the traffic. We do 
not propose to interfere with the personal lib- 
erty of a man to eat or drink what he pleases. 
A man may go out and get pickled all he 
It is only when he starts a pickle 
factory that we call a halt. 

“The bible could not advocate prohibition 
because there was no liquor traffic to prohibit 
in those days. But the bible says, “Thou shalt 
not steal,’ and the liquor traffic is the biggest 
thief in this country. The bible says ‘ Thou 
shalt not kill,’ and many men are killed each 
each year through the liquor traffic.” 


Says Bible Doesn’t Mean Wine. 

Mr. Ear! also expressed the upinion that 
wherever wine was mentioned .n the bible 
unfermented grape juice was meant. He 
disposed of the argument of the miracle of 
changing water to wine at the wedding feast 
by pointing out that it usually takes ‘time 
for wine to ferment, so the water must have 
been changed into unfermented grape juice. 

One of Mr. Mangasarian’s citations which 
did not please the majority of his! earers was 
a reading from the Wesleyan conference of 
1841, in which the use of unfermented wine 
in the Lord’s Supper was forbidden, the use 
of Wesleyan chapels for temperance meet- 
ings was prohibited, and ‘ministers were 
warned not to preach tenfperance sermons 
out of their own circuits. 

He also quoted from the expense account 
at the ordination of a minister at Hartford 
in 1784, the chief items in which were for 
fifteen bottles of punch, five bottle of wine, 
and numerous glasses of “flipp ’’ and mugs 
of ‘* toddy.” 


BLAZE IN CEYLON BUILDING

HITS FIRE RISK COMPANIES 


Injunction Issued Against Joint 
Agent at East St. Louis. 


MAY AFFECT CHICAGO BOARD 


Court Holds Illegal Combination Ex- 
isted to Fix Insurance Rates. 


A permanent injunction restraining 110 
fire insurance companies doing business in 
Illinois from fixing rates and maintaining a 
joint agent at East St. Louls was issued 
yesterday by Judge Moore in the Circuit 
court at Belleville, The suit was begun in 
June 1902, by H. J. Hamlin, then attorney 
general of Illinois, and was against prac- 
tically every flre insurance company operat- 
ing in the state. 

The action specifically was taken against 
the Aachen and Munich Fire Insurance com- 
pany, 100 other companies, and M. F. Zent, 
the joint agent in East St. Louis. Combina- 
tion for the unlawful suppression of compe- 
tition and fixing of rates was charged, the 
prosecution being brought under the con- 
tention that the insurance companies were 
violating the anti-trust laws. 

On some of the issues the case went to the 
Appellate court. It was sent back to be 
tried on its merits. The territory affected by 
the prosecution comprises St. Clair, Madison, 
and Clinton counties, but it is said that since 
the suits were brought the companies have 
abandoned the joint agency, and in most in- 
stances are buying their estimates on rates 
in Illinois outside of Chicago from C. F. 
Persch, a rate expert of Chicago. : 


Effect in Chicago in Doubt. 
However, granting that the decision will 
not cauge them any incomventence in the 
state outside of Chicago, insurance men have 
been led to wonder whether the precedent 
established by the decision is such as to give 


the state a basis for attacking the Chicago 


board of underwriters. 

Some suspected that it might do so. but 
others did not lean to the opinion, Joseph 
E. Paden of Evanston, who was attorney for 
the fire insurance companies during one 
stage of the proceedings, said that he does 
not believe the Chicago board of underwrit- 
ere. will be affected by the decision. 


Opinion of Insurance Expert. 


An insurance expert who talked about the 
decision at some length said: 

“It is an interesting question as to the 
effect the decision will have upon the Chicago 
underwriters. The rates for Chicago are 
made here, and perhaps the state lawyers, 
following the success at Belleville, will bring 
prosecutions here, It remains to be seen how 
far the prosecution is to be carried. 

‘So far as the decision at Belleville affects 
the companies, the answer is that it does not 
affect them at all. The evidence in the case 


| was) heard in various places and since that

“If they had continued to keep the joint 
agency at East St. Louis the decision might 
have meant trouble, but luckily for the com- 
panies the matter dragged along in court 
so long that they had plenty of time to revo- 
lutionize their system in the three counties 
mentioned.

“ They failed to be interested in our prop- 
osition immediately after the appointment of 
the commission, because they realized that 
the property for which we had been negotiat- 
ing might rise to the value of at least $100,- 
UUU,000," asserted Mr. Foreman. 

“For harbor purpowees the Calumet river 
and Lake Calumet have hardiy been exploit- 
ed, and thorough investigation into the facili- 
tles of that region would be worth while, 
Then there ig the territory north of the north 
branch of the Chicago river which would 
form exceHent territory for harbor purposes. 


Shows Difficulties of Board. 

The president of the south park board 
spoke of the difficulties encountered by the 
board in their efforts to create the parkway 
connecting the two parks, and was somewhat 
imbittered in his utterances about the Iili- 
nois Central property. 

“In 1908 we first considered the question 
of @ parkway between Grant and Jackson 
parks. By 1907 we had procured sufficient 
legislation to enable us to negotiate with 
owners of the lake front property we needed 
for our parkway. A suryey was taken and 
investigation proved that the IMinois Centrai 
owned the greater portion. 

“We opened negotiations with the road and 
the road appointed a committee, two of 
‘whom were Messrs. Fish and Harahan 
There was littl harmony between the two, 
and we were forced to abandon r.egotiations 
until the next election, at which a new com- 
mittee was appointed. 

“ The appointment of the harbor commis- 
sion, for which the mayor is to be compli- 
mented, brought about the seemingly per- 
manent abandonment of negotiations. We 
dropped our end because we did not care to 
embarrass the commission.”’ 


Harbor a Benefit to IL. C. 

“In our negotiations we contemplated de- 
manding of the Ilinois Central the electrifi- 
eation. of such service as is run between the 
two parks, the lowering of the tracks, and 
other improvements. 

‘The people never will consent to the lake 
front, which really belongs to them, being 
turned over to commercial pursuits, and then 
again if the harbor is created in that terri- 
tory, it would have to be created by the 
city, for the people will not consent to so 
gigantic an operation being the work of a 
corporation that would benefit as would fhe 
railroad.’

and Charles D. Norton. 

Present at the meeting held in the office of 
the chairman of the commission, John M. 
Ewen, were Prof. Merriam of the University 
| of Chicago, members of the cofmmission, 
Charles H. Wacker, E. B. Butler, and Ald. 
John P. Stewart. Another meeting. ofthe 
commission will be held on Friday at 3 
o'clock. The report of the committee outlin- 
ing the harbor will Ke ready within a month. 


Favor Immediate Surface Link. 

The idea that a boulevard link connection 
which can be built at once will be of greater 
publc service, other things being equal, than 
one which cannot be started for five or tem 
years was presented yesterday to the board 
of local improvements by Attorney George 
Eddy Newcomb, counsel for the Michigan 
Avenue Improvement association. 

The ‘‘ immediate" boulevard, as explained 
by Mr. Newcomb, is the one on the surface, 
and the Intentiom of property owners to re- 
sist, in every legal manner, any other project 
formed the subject of Mr. Newcomb’'s talk. 
A decision may be reached by the board fol- 
lowing the next hearing, which is set for 
Nov. 17. 

None of the opponents of the surface boule- 
vard plan appeared at the hearing. 

In the afternoon the board received a new 
“outer boulevard’ plan from J. Madison 
Pace of Pace & Co., real estate appraisers. 
The plan contemplates a driveway running 
along the outer edge of Grant park and 
going under the river in a wide tunnel, hav- 
ing a clearance of forty feet under water.

Police Official and Loeal Attor- 
ney Believed in Peril. 


INSPECTORS SEEK SENDER. 


Believe Same Man Sent Both the Sup- 
posed Infernal Machines. 


Agents of Postoffice Inspector Stuart's of- 
fice have been called upon to discover the 
identity of a man who within the last two 
days has sent through the mall threatening 
letters, together with instruments closely re- 
sembling infernal machines, to two men— 
one a prominent police official living on the 
north side and the other a prominent lawyer 
iMving on the south side. 

Inspector Stuart last night asserted that 
he would not reveal the identity of the men 
who received the dangerous parcels. 

The police official received his parcel by 
mail wrapped in a newepaper and properly 
stamped two days ago. The letter inclosed 
@ave utterance to many threats to the effect 
that the official's days were numbered and 
that death was about to be inflicted upon him. 

Yesterday the lawyer, who hives om the 
south side, received his parcel. In every de- 
tail except for .the address it ‘wae like the 
packet sent to the police official. The hand- 
writing was that of the same man and the 
terms of both letters were similar. 


Says One Man Sent Both. 

“I do not for a moment doubt that one 
person sent both parcels,”’ said the postal 
inspector last night. ‘“ The seriousness of 
the matter is what strikes me. The letters 
were alike and portend many evil things to 
the addressee. But the instruments were 
hardiy of sufficient strength to do much 
damage. 

“Each machine was a foot and a half in 
length, each contained a fuse that would be 
ignited by mechanical friction, but neither 
contained enough powder to injure the 
opener severely. 

“I am slightly inclined to think that a 
joke is being played on the policeman and 
the lawyer. Ifitisa joke it haga grim aspect 
that does not particularly appeal to either 
man.” 

Men working under Inspector Stuart today 
will continue the search Inaugurated yester- 
day and work particularly in the neighbor- 
hoods from where the parcels were mailed. 
This information Inspector Stuart will not at 
present divulge. 


Wild Threat Over Phone. 

Even while the postal inspecting depart- 
ment was investigating the bomb mystery 
Frederick Gardner, believed by the police 
to be insane, stood in a telephone booth in a 
Jackson beulevard galoon and shouted into 
the receiver that he “ had enough dynamite 
in his clothes to blow up every police station 
in Chicago.’’ 

He was arrested and held pending an in- 
vestigation into his sanity. In his pocket | 
there was found an object resembling a 
cannon cracker, which the police still have 
soaked in water. They will pry open. the 
object today. 


Seek Men Who Placed Bomb. 

Detectives from Inspector Wheeler's office 
are working on what is believed to have been 
an attempt to wreck an alleged gambling 
den at the rear of the Hotel Bertrand, Mich- 
igan avenue and Hubbard place, early Mon- 
day night.

Reveals Chicago Rites. 


HANISH ADHERENTS TESTIFY 


| Alleged Hypnotic Effort to Control 
Witness lnterrupts Trial. 


Cambridge. Mass., Oct, 13.—Witflesees in 


favor of the petition of Mra Mabelle M. Dut- 
ton that ea conservator be appointed to pre- 
vent her aunt, Mrs. Ellen M. Shaw of Lowell, 
from giving her property to the sect known 
as the Mazdaznans, were heard in the Pro- 
bate court today. 

The court asked the attorney for the peti- 
tioner not to present evidence bearing too 
much on the beliefa of the Mazdaznans, as it 
tended tea make Dr. Hanish, one of the lead- 
ers, the defendant inetead of Mrs. Shaw. The 
lawyer replied thet he wanted to show that 
Dr. Hanish was the dominating force and 
that Mrs. Shaw was completely under the 


domain of the Mazdaznaens. 

The principal witnesses heard today were 
W. 8S. Dutton, the husband of toe petitioner, 
and Mrs. Adolph Dittman, who lived for sev- 
eral years in the home of Dr. Hanish at 
Lowell. -Mr. Dutton declared that Mrs. Shaw 
wae closely; allied with the Mazdagnans and 
follewed the teachings of Dr. Hanish. Mrs. 
Dittman described Dr. Hanish’s opinion on 
hygiene, such as wearing little clothing and 
taking dew baths. 


Hypnotism Tried in Court. 

While Mrs. Dittman was testifying T. W. 
Kittredge, attorney for Mrs. Dutton, accused 
Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Ruth Hilton, alleged 
high priestess of the Lowell Mazdaznan tem- 
ple, with attempting to hypnotize the witness 
so as to prevent her from continuing her tes- 
timony. The court ordered a recess and at 
ite conclusion Mrs. Dittman explained how 
Mts. Hilton had been gazing fixedly with her 
left eye in line with the left eye of the wit- 
nes, following one of the alleged laws of the 
Mazdaznans to get ohne mind under the con- 
trol of the other. The witness declared she 
had been able to withstand the test up tothat 
time, but was uncomfortable. Mrs. Hilton 
was ordered to take a seat farther back in the 
courtroom. 

Mrs. Dittman gave evidence to show that 
she first knew Hanish when he was a type- 
setter on the Deseret News in Salt Lake City 
ten years ago. He claimed to be a native of 
the far east and.a new Christ, she said. With 
Hanish she went to Chicago, where temples 
of the Sun Worshipers were opened on the 
north side and at 1613 Prairie avenue, south 
side.

Canon J. C. Moynihan Succumbs 
to Illness in His 101st Year. 


ONCE FAVORED FOR BISHOP. 


Temperate Life Credited by Him Re- 
cently for His Longevity. 


The Rev. Canon Jeremiah C. Moynihan, 
who celebrated Jast May the 100th anniver- 
sary of hig birth, and was then in excellent 
health, died yesterday at the residence of 
Mrs. Rosa O'Neil, 108 Thirty-ninth street, 
with whom he had made his home for the last 
three years. 

When the centenarian priest was “ diacov- 
ered’ by the school census six months ago 
he was confident of adding a few more years 
to his great total, but he was attacked a 
month ago by a weakening ailment which re- 
sulted fatally because of his age. 

He was born in Ireland, and, after entering 
thé priesthood there, came to America, where 
he spent the greater part of his life in New 
Orleans. At one time he was spoken of as a 
favored eandidate for the bishopric of New 
Orleans, but his age was against him, and 
the pallium was given to a younger man. 


Active in Charitable Work. 

He was made a canon there. His deepest 
interest was in the forms of charity requir- 
ing personal attention, and several hours of 
each day in his active life were spent in this 
work. He spoke six different languages and 
because of that accomplishment wae able to 
do much among the foreigners in the differ- 
ent cities where he lived. 

He came from the Peoria diocese to Chi- 
cago three years ago to make his home with 
Mrs. O'Neil, whom he had known since 1848 
in Chatsworth, lll., where one of his early 
parishes was located, He did not have a 
charge, but frequently said mass in the 
Church of the Holy Angels. 


Brief Rules for Longevity. 

Shortly after his centenary anniversary, 
when his only troublesome weakness was 
that affecting his hearing, he prescribed as 
rules for longevity the following: 

** Kat and sleep regularly. 

** Don’t- worry... 

** Don't smoke or indulge in liquors.” 

The funeral services will be held in Holy 
Angels’ church, 281 Oakwood boulevard, at 
9:30 tomorrow morning, and the interment

Arnold Tells of Flight. 

Mr, Arnold told a graphic story of their 
Gescent and rescue. He sald: — 

“ All day Monday, with the exception of the 
early afternoon, we were unable to see the 
earth and we lowered the balloon repeatedly 
to communicate with the people to ascertain 
our whereabouts. 

“Boon afterward we noticed lighthouses 
and buoys, which convinced us we were mov- 
ing above big water; but we had no idea 
where we were. In order to avoid drifting 
out of the line of ship traffic we concluded to 
g0 down to the water, but before doing go we 
put on life preservers. 

“ After pitching about in the water for al- 
most an hour a lifeboat came up. Wejumped 
from the basket into the sea and soon were 
picked up.”’

Three of the balloons in the International 
race are still unaccounted for. They are the 
German balloon Busley, the Spanish Castilla. 
and the Swiss Helvetia. The Princess Vic- 
toria’s German. balloon dropped in the harbor 
of Otterndorf at 4 o’clock this morning.

This is obviously 
a mistake; Mr. Rockefeller is not a re- 
ecluse nor a hermit, but a well known 
member of the Society of American Hu- 
morists and a popular writer for the mag- 
azines—a genial and kindly old gentleman 
who desires nothing so much as that the 
public should understand how he lives 
and where he got his money. What use 
has such a man for “eighteen watchmen, 
two detectives, and one great biocod- 
hound ”’? 

Whence, then, the article just referred 
to? It is evident that the copy for some 
thing bearing on Mr. Rockefeller has be- 


eal position of William Jennings Bryan, 
in which symbol and metaphor are some- 
what freely used.

a labyrinth of winding walks, blind pas- 
sages, and hidden steps, having been con- 
structed with the idea of confusing,” etc. 
Even a careless eye will recognize this as 
a clever characterization of Mr. Bryan’s 
present attitude on certain burning issues 
of the dead past.

Why should the water supply become 
progressively worse now that the drain- 
age channel is open? Simply because the 
population in regions where the sewage is 
emptied into the lake is increasing, and is 
becoming daily a greater menace. Thera 
is no one who is so blind that he can- 
not see the only thing to be done is to 
keep the sewage of those regions out of 
the lake. Then the progressive pollution 
would cease. That being so, manifestly 
the duty of the sanitary district trustees 
is to keep out of the lake the sewage cf 
all territory that is under their jurisdic- 
tion. The law which created them 
makes “the preservation of the public 
health” their paramount duty. Now 
that the public health ds threatened it js 
the purity of the water supply and not 
the navigabllity of the Chicago river that 
demands their first consideration. As

CANNON. 

In other congressional districts than bis 
own Speaker Cannon is an issue. It may 
be said of him that in his own district 
his opponents have sought to make him 
an issne; but that in all probability they 
have failed-and he will be re@lected. His 
opposition apparently is formidable, but 
in our judgment it will amount to less 
against Cannon than to some of his 
friends from the house who are running 
on his record in other districts. 

Briefly stated, the charge against the 
speaker is that he is a reactionary. We 
are inclined to the view. that he may be 
called a “stationary.” . But in spite of 
defects of character, in spite of attacks 
upon his political attitude, it will be re- 
membered by people who take the time to 
think of things that he has served, his 
district for a generation. He made a rec- 
ord as an opponent of excessive appropri- 
ations. He has been wrong upon many 
occasions; he has been right upon many 
others. And even those who have dis- 
agreed with him during the last session 
of congress. would, in many cases, vote 
for him because of his long record of pub- 
lic service and because of the -courage 
which he displayed upon more than one 
occasion. 

It is easy to damn aman, Mr. Cannon 
himself is reputed to have damned many, 
but the people of the Bighteenth congres- 
sional district will not fail to re@lect a 
man who has served the district for sev- 
enteen terms and who today is the speak- 
er Of the house of representatives.

ing empress of Russia, but not the dowager 
ezarina; the widowed duchess of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotha, but not the reigning duchess; 
Queen Wilhelmine of the Netherlands and 
her mother, Queen Emma; the grand duchess 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, but not the dow- 
ager grand duchess; Queen Marguerite of 
Italy, but not Queen Helen; and the queen 
of Wiirtemberg. 

The late Queen Victoria Was also colonel 
in chief of a Prussian dragoon regiment, and 
on the occasion of the visit of her grand<on, 
the kaiser, to Windsor, was wont to wear its 
shoulder straps fastened to herdress. Queen 
Alexandra, as well as the queens of Denmark, 
Roumania, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, and of 
Bulgaria, have no military status, and there 
ia but one royal lady who holds a naval com- 
mission, namely, the queen of Greece, who is 
an admiral of the Russian fleet. The Grand 
Duchess Cyril enjoys the unique distinction 
of having been cashiered- by her cousin, the 
German emperor, who deprived her of her 
colonelcy of an infantry regiment in the Ger- 
man army on the occasion of her divorce 
from thé reigning grand duke of Hesse. She 
is a sister of the crown princess of Roumania, 
a granddaughter of the late Queen Victoria, 
and was born as a princess of Great Britain 
and Ireland.

Lord Amherst of Hackney’s peerage is cf 
quite modern creation, dating from 1892, ard 
must not be confounded with that of Wart 
Amherst, whose honors were bestowed upon 
that general who commanded in chief the 
British forces in North America in the middle 
of the eighteenth century. Whereas the Ear! 
Amherst can show a direct descént from Gil- 
bert and Roger Amherst, who flourished dur- 
ing the reign of the Plantagenet kings, Lord 
Amherst of Hackney can only prove a descent 
from these worthies through the female side 
of his house. 

In fact, his real descent is from a Kentish 
squire of the name of William Daniel, who a 
littie over a hundred years ago married 
Amelia Amherst of Didlington park. This 
William Dantel’s son, William, dropped the 
name of Daniel and assumed that of Amherst 
that is to say, the patronymic of his mother.

The girl bas set her heart upon a certain 
André, and the father is willing the two 
should marry. though the mother has other 
plans. At a meeting of all parties at the 
home of a mutual friend the mother is won 
over, but the trouble is by no means settled 


Before they were married the daughter was 
obliged to divide each week between her es- 
tranged parents; after marriage ghe and her 
husband are induced to continue the custom. 
The arrangement only widens the breach, 
and finally the young people are drawn into 
the quarrels of the girl's parents, and threat- 
en divorcee on their own account. Then the 
mutual friend rescues the situation by pack- 
ing the newly weds off ona wedding journey, 
and the parents, drawn together by their 
mutual disappointment, and, finding that 
when they have no daughter to quarrel about 
there are no quarrels, agree to remarry. 

It is a bright little play, and the actors of 
the association hold ft in and play it with an 
authoritative grasp. Mme, Lucie Valcourt, 
a particularly pleasing comedienne and one 
whose method and effects are those of the ex- 
perienced professional, appeared as the de- 
termined wife and did much to preserve the 
proper tempo and spirit of the play. Mlle.

Sylvia, a wealthy courtesan of Flo 
ence whd feels in her soul the bitterness and 
emptiness of her life, is awakened ta dreams 
of a purging repentance by the voice and 
philosophy of a youth who wanders singing 
into Ber garden. The latter accepts her as a 
great lady, and tells her that he is even then 
on his way to Florence to join Sylvia's suite 
as page and musician. Fighting down the 
promptings of a world buffeted heart she 
warns him against the “ enchantress,” and 
urges Him to return again to the true world. 

The youth was the first of Bernhardt’s 
male rdles, and her fondness for it has al- 
ways lingered to influence her in the accept- 
ance of similar parts.

Firmness Not Maintained. 


COARSE GRAINS ARE LOWER. | 


Severe Break at Sample Tables Mili- 
tates Against the Futures, 


Fluctuating within a range of about a cent, 
wheat values yesterday displayed a mod- 
erate degree of strength early, but gradually 
‘became tired under increasing weight of of- 
ferings from both longs and shorts. Pit 
traffic was not exciting at any stage of the 
proceedings, business being almost entirely 
of a local professional character, outside 
speculators pigying the role of spectators. 
With few exceptions, news items favored 
the market pessimists, although one of the 
most important factors—drought in the 
southwest—still remained to serve as one 
of the bulls’ chief cards. Final quotations 
represented net declines of %o for Decem- 
ber, %@4e for May, and tc for July. 


Early Support on Strength Abroad. 

There was a mild rush to buy at the start, 
shorts teking fright at the unexpected 
strength at Liverpoo) In the face of the de- 
cline here the day before and a decline in 
coneols, commonly regarded as a ‘war 
barometer.”

Some 
of the longs curbed bearish aggressiveness, 
however, by buying freely on the dips, but 
toward the finish these holders shifted tac- 
tics, jolriing the sellers against the dimin- 
ishing supporting forces. Northwesterners 
were found among the sellers here, and the 
pressure in their own markets was more 
pronounced, Minneapolis and Duluth to- 
gether received 804 cars, compared to 906 
the preceding Tuesday, and 850 the corre- 
sponding dey last year. 
advices indicating that farmers’ deliveries 
in the northwest were rapidly drying up and 
that the near future probably would witness 
a material in arrivals at the lead- 
ing distributing centers. Primary receipts 
aggregated 1,745,000 bu, compared to 1,879,- 
000 bu the corresponding day last year, the 
movement to St. Louis and Kansas City 
again showing good volume. Clearances at 
the seaboard were 412,000 bu, wheat and 
flour. With the exception of moderate work- 
ings of Manitobas at Canadian points there 
was little in the way of sales to foreigners. 
Eastern points wired that bids were too far 
out of Line to be seriously considered. 


Supplies Show Big Increase. 

The world’s avatlable suplies, according to 
Bradstreet’s, again showed a big increase— 
8,500,000 bu, compared to gains of 11,472,000 
bu last week, and 1,967,000 bu a year ago. 
Minneapolis stocks represented an increase 
of 1,125,000 bu for three days. The day’s 
receipts at Winnipeg were 670 cars, agninst 
441 cars the similar day in 19007. The cash 
demand in the northwest showed less urgen- 
cy, and men om the spot noted fading brisk- 
ness to the domestic and foreign inquiry for 
flour. A Minneapolis investigator sent word 
that there was considerably less wheat back 
in northwestern farmers’ hands than is gen- 
erally supposed, but that more ground is 
being plowed in that section this year than 
at any time in the past. Weather In all di- 
rections was clear and favorable for mov- 
ing the grain. 


Drought Still Unbroken... 

Winter wheat territory was almost asclear 
as the proverbial crystal, lending additional 
color to the fear over seeding operations. 
While a mass of MéeSsAiges indicated that the 
long Grought had caused serious delay in 
plowing and retarded progress of seed al 
ready in the ground, there were reports that 
the situation was not as bad as has been 
pictured. Important sections of the south- 
west sent word that the acreage given t 
winter wheat this season would show much. 
under that of last year, conditions in Kan- 
sas, OklahomaZ, and Nebraska being most 
unfavorable. The relatively stronger tone 
to the July future was due largely to sup- 
port given on the droughty conditions south- 
west. It was said that Kansas has shipped 
out @ larger proportion of wheat than ever 
before at this time of the year. Interior mil- 
lers continued to buy rather freely at tm- 
portant points, premium being wel) main- 
tained at most centers. South Dakota mil- 
oie bid for the grain at the Minneapolis” 
tables. 


Corn Market Suffers Setback. 


Continued favorable weather for maturing 
the crop and shaping matters for shipping, 
more colorful indications of a good early 
movement of the new grain, and a drop in 
values at the sample tables took starch out 
of corn values.

Commonwealth Likely to Profit 
by Railway Electrification. 


HARRIMAN PRESTIGE GROWS 


American Can Shares Active and Firm 


on the Local Exchange. 


Talk of electrification of the Iilinots Central 
terminals has been a matter of interest to 
shareholders inthe Commonwealth Edison 
company. That company Its pursuing a fixed 
policy of furnishing electric current for trac- 
tion as well as for general lighting and pow- 
er purposes, So far as can be learned the 
| @mount of current likely to be used by the 
Illinolg Central would be relatively small 
compared with the total business of the Com- 
monwealth company. It would require prob- 
ably the current furnished by one turbine. 

The Chicago City railway consumes, it is 
estimated, three times as much current as the 
Lilinois Central would need, and: the City Rail- 
way is buying its current from the Common- 
wealth Edison. If it may be assumed that the 
City railway management is a good bargain- 
er then the question of current for the Iill- 
nois Central might not involve the building 
of a power house, The Conimonwealth Bdi- 
eon furnishes current for all the elevated rail- 
roads except the Northwestern and is selling 
current to the Chicago Railways company. 
It furnishes the current for the Illinois Tun- 
nel company. For this latter concern and for 
the City railway company all the current used 
is furnished, or will be, by the Common- 
wealth. 

Should ee of terminals become 
a policy in Chicago, it would mean, not only 
the Illinois Central, but the terminals of all 
the steam railroads. This would furnish a 


large field for operations of the Common 
wealth company and the installation of elec- 7 


tricity would probably be so gradual] that 
the Commonwealth could furnish the needed 
current, provided, of course, its terms were 
such as to lead to contnacts with the different 
roads. While it is true this is a matter of 
some years in the future, still it is one of the 
problems which doubtless the Commonwealth 
Edison has actively in mind. 


Importance of Frisco Deal. 


It is believed that the fact of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. tihancing the Frisco notes which fall due 
on Dec. 1 has a wider general significance 
than has yet been attributed to the deal. It 
seems probable that, having undertaken this 
financing after satisfactory arrangements 
could not be made with Speyer & Co., Kuhn, 
Loeb & Oo. will eventually become the bank- 
ing house of the Rock Isiand system. With 
this banking connection will grow closer re- 
lations with E. H. Harriman. Mr. Harri- 
man’s bankers would not have agreed to 
finance a competitor if the operation were 
not approved by him. 

Again, Mr. Harriman has showm, financial 
friendliness towards the Gould system, and 
altogether it appears that there is to be har- 
mony in the large transportation systems of 
the southwest. i 

Mr. Harriman’s connection with Erie also 
ils significant. Erie hae been operated be- 
tween two strong rivals, the New York Cen 
tral and the Pennsylvania. It can be fairly 
said the Erie hes not done much good But 
with Mr. Harriman behind it the situation Is 
completely changed. Mr. has 
| much traffic from the west to be delivered to 
the east and he can send it over the Erie if he 
tikes. When, therefore, he shall undertake 
to negotiate with the Pennsylvania and the 
New York Central relative to traffic matters 
of the Erie he will have at his command the 
influence of a negotiator who hae something 
elther to withhold or deliver. 

Just now the Harriman influence in the 
radiroad world on this side of the Atlamtic is 
eo dominant as to be in a measure wonderful 
when railroad achievements are compared. 
While not yet out of the field, the Vander- 
bilts, the Morgans, and the Goulds are show- 
ing @ relatively waning influence compared 
with the activities of Mr. Harriman, and also 
it wild be observed that Mr. Harriman’s ac- 
tivities are on che constructive side of the
